REPORT ON THE WATER SHORTAGE 


Too franchises were voted by the Council 
combination last night that will stand for all 
time to come as monuments of corruption 
and examples of the present practice of vot- 
ing away privileges that should bring a re- 
muneration to the municipality and thus ben- 
efit the people. The circumstances attending 
the passage of these two ordinances, one of 
which gave a franchise to the Cosmopolitan 
Electric company andthe other a franchise 
to the Ogden Gas company, were highly sen- 
gational. A fairly good fight, ted by Ald. 
Kent and Ald. Mann and backed up by Ala. 
O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth Ward, was made, 
but the combination laughed and flirted and 
played with the minority as a kitten does 
with a mouse. At the proper time the leaders 
cracked the whip and their supporters stood 
up to the rack and were brought in as easily 
as the Southern slave-driver before the war 
would line up a gang of slaves. 
The roll-call, it may be said in relation to 
the passage of these ordinances, does not 
clearly indicate the standing of the Council. 
It is asserted on good authority that there are 
fifty-nine or sixty men in this combination 
that now holds sway, and that certain mem. 
bers are selected to make a “ grand-stand 
play and vote against the ordinances that it 
bargains to pass. Somo were excused from 
voting in the affirmative last night on account 
of the approaching municipal election and the 
fact that it would prove disastrous should 
they support franchises of this character at 
this time. Other memters of the Council 
were forced to take their chances with the 
people, get their bit, and vote for the ordi- 
nances. 8 ‘ 
Grant Fifty-Year Franchises. 


Each of the twins which went through the 
Council grants a franchise for fifty years.

It was inti- 
mated ty another Alderman after the Coun- 
cil meeting was over that the gas ordinance 
was owned by some people who had re- 
cently had theis fingers burned through 
some of the manipulations that have. 
taken place recently in the Chicago Gas. 
company. This, however, was given little 
credence and the genera! belief is that both of 
these ordinances are simply reflections of the 
universal gas ordinance which was passed last 
July just before the summer vacation, except 
that they are much broader in their pro- 
visions as the ocean is broader than 
Lake Michigan. It is believed they are 
éwned, just as the Universal Gas 
ordinance was owned, by the men on the floor 
of the Council, and that the reigning topic of 
conversation about tho City Hall for tho next 
two or three weeks will be in reference to who 
will buy these franchises. Ihe Universal Gas 
ordinance was knocked off to the highest bid- 
der and it is fair to assume that this pair will 
go the same way. 

Sweeping Privileges for the Cosmopolitan. 


One ordinance provides that the Cosmopol- 
itan Electric company shali have a right to 
operate in this city for a period of fifty years. 
It grants the right to maintain and operate a 
plant or plants, and in connection there- 
with to construct, maintain, and oper- 
ate in, through, over, and upon the 
streets, avenues, and alleys, tunnels 
and viaducts, and under the Chicago River 
and its branches a line or lines of wire or other 
electric conductors to be used for the produc- 
tion, transmission, and distribution of elec- 
tricity for the purpose of furnishing, light, 
heat, and power, and the transmission of 
sound and signals, or any or each of them. 

It is provided in Sec. 2 that all such lines 
of wire shall be placed in underground con- 
duits except those passing through the tunnels 
or upon viaducts within the following bound- 
aries: Commencing at the lake and North 
avenue, west to Wells street, south on Wells 
street to Lake street, west on Lake street to 
Ashiand avenue, south on Ashiand avenue to 
Sixteenth street, east on Sixteenth street to 
Butterfield street, south on Butterfield street 
to Thirty-first atreet, and east on Thirty-first 
street to the lake. Outside the district named 
the company has a right to erect a system of 
Polesand wires in any of the streets and 
alleys in Chicago, over buildings with the

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KILL AND BURN HIM. 


FRED HOLZHUETER MURDERED IN A 
BRUTAL MANNER. 


His Mutilated Body Found at Ninety-fifth 
Street aud Western Avenue, Near Ever- 
green Park=—The Assassins, After Strip- 
ping Their Victim, Tie His Hand, Sat- 
urate. Him with Kerosene, and Try to 
Hide Their Crime by Fire- Man Disap- 
pears Jan, 30—“Nick” Mertzen Arrested. 


Partly devoured by dogs, soaked in kero- 
sene and badly burned, the murdered body of 
Fred Holzhueter was found at Westeta ave- 
nue and Ninety-fifth street at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. The man’s skull had been 
split, his wrists wero tied together with cords, 
and a deliberate attempt had been made to 
burn the body by pouring kerosene upon it, 
stacking brushwood about it, and setting the 
pile on fire. To make recognition more diffi 
cult, kerosene had been poured over the up- 
turned face and into the mouth of the mur- 
dered man. 

Fred Holzhuecter was in the saloon and 
commission business at No, 3801 Honoré 
street. He was last seen in Nick Mert- 
zen’s saloon, No. 3517 South Halsted street, 
Jan. 30. That day he showed a roll of bills, 
and told some of his friends he had an 
engagement with Mertzen to go to Manhat- 
tan Park in the morning and buy some cows. 
Accounts vary as to the amount of money he 
had with him. Some say it was $800, While 
his sister says it was only $250. 
Anyhow, Holzhueter was never 
again. seen alive. His disappearance 
was reported to the polive and they have since 
been carefully watching Mertzen. When the 
body of Holzhueter was found Mertzen was 
promptly arrested and is now locked up at the 
Thirty-tifth Street Station. Mertzen denied 
all knowledge of the disappearance, but 
failed to account for his whereabouts Friday 
and Saturday nights, when, it is believed, the 
body was taken in a vehicle to the place 
where the incineration was attempted. 

Wagon Scaked with Oil. 

Karly this morning a squad of police under 
command of Lieut. Egan made a thorough 
search of No. 3517 South Halsted street. In- 
sufficient light prevented anything beyond a 
cursory examination of the barn, but enough 
was found there to make Lieut. Egan hope 
for great things. when he has daylight to work 
by. At the back of the barn was the butcher 
wagon which Mertzen has used in his 
business, he running a grocery and butcher- 
shop in connection with his saloon. It was 
pulled out and examined. The first man who 
climbed inside smelled kerosene. Search re- 
vealed the fagt that a quantity of the oil was 
soaked into the freshly swept. floor of the 
wagon and that efforts had been made to re- 
move it. Going back to the station Mertzen 
was questioned about the oil. He was asked 
first if he ever hauled groceries in the wagon 
and said he never did. Then he was asked to 
account for the oil-soaked floor. This seemed 
to stagger him and he sulked back into his 
cell and refused to talk. 

The identification of Holzhueter was made 
ina way that looks like providence. The 
little Village of Evergreen Park was all agog 
over the murder in its borders, and 
long before the budy had been searched 
for clews the villagers were puzzling over 
who the murdered man could be. A woman 
remembered that she had read of a myster- 
ous disappearance in one of the Germay 
pa pers and out of curiosity hunted up the 
newspaper. It told in some detail of the dis- 
appearance of Fred Holzhueter. 

Clew Is Unearthed. 

She showed it to several people, but no one 
paid any attention until she showed it to a 
man whose business it is to investigate bare 
possibilities. The disappearance of Holz- 
hueter had been reported at Central 
Station, and a message was sent there 
asking for a description of Holzhueter. 
Back came a description that was identical 
with that of the dead man and the identifica- 
tion was reasonably sute. When the body 
was searched, probability became coer- 
tainty. In an overlooked pocket were 
papers. The first brought to light was a 
receipted bill dated Jan. 25, showing that 
$2.65 had been paid to Philip A. Reitz, 
commission merchant, Stall 11, Fuiton 
Street Market. Another tattered dillhead 
belouged to the Hallock Commission 
company, but nothing could de de- 
ciphered upon it. The most important 
thing found was a letter written in German 
and dated St. Clair, Mich., Dec. 4, 1894, It 
was written by Wilhelmina. Wulf to her 
brother, and told him of the death of his 
mother a few days before. Like 
everything else found around the 
body the letter was saturated with 
kerosene. Three nickels, a dime, and a 
pocket-knife were the only other things found. 
A telegram sent to Wilhelmina Wulf brought 
the following reply: 

St. Cram, Mich.. Feb. 25.—{Special.]—Wil- 
helmina Wulf says her brother Fred Holzhueter, 
aged 31, was in the butcher and saloon business 
with Otto Relhelaff, at No. 3801 Honroé street, 
Chicago, but left there to buy cattle with $250 


on his person three weeks ago Wednesday, and 
bas been missing ever since.

Is a Desolate Spot. 


Niaety-fifth street and Western avenue is a 
desolate place. Broad ditches border the 
dirt road, and trees and brushwood are 
every where, The nearest town is 
Evergreen Park. Forty houses, 
a depot, and a village hall 
make the most of this town. The place 
where the body was found wasa mile and a 
half away on a little- frequented road. There 
are only two houses in that direction. One is 
the summer residence of Dr. Kellogg, the 
other is a roadhouse kept by a woman named 
Zeder. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing young Joseph Zeder started to drive his 
sister to school. Near the corner of Nincty- 
fifth street a cluster of trees stands across 
the ditch which borders the west side of 
the road. The trees stand on a 
hillock so that anything behind them would 
be well concealed from the road. Just as 
young Zeder reached the trees his horse shied 
violently. Zeder jerked the lines and tried 
to bring the animal into the middle of 
the street again, but the animal 
seemed in terror of something behind the 
trees. Just as the boy was going to 
use the whip freely his sister told 


Sees the Blackened Face. 
Laid across the low projecting limbs was 
the body of a man blackened by fire. What 
was left of a face was towards him. The

the ashes for relics. Leo Frankel, editor 
of the Evergreen Park Enterprise and one 
of the Village Trustees, arrived soon 
afterwards and took charge of things, but it 
was too late to do any good so far as preserv- 
_ing traces was concerned, Leavinga man to 
guard the body Mr. Frankel started for the 
city and notified the Coroner. He returned 
later with Deputy Coroner R. H. Kelly. After 
viewing the body and collecting such scraps 
of evidence as had escaped the crowd Deputy 
Coroner Kelly obtained a coffin from the 
cemetery and had the body removed to the 


village hall. 


Body I« Searched, 

Here a thorough search of the body was 
made, but nothing of importance beyond the 
articies already enumerated was found. When 
Mr. Kelly came to look over things he found 
that he had accumulated the following prop- 
erty 

Two bill heads, pocket-knife, letter, a coup- 
ling pin, two overshoes, not mates; part of a 
pop bottle, smelling of kerosene; piece of 
rope, some oat straw. 

From this collection the coupling-pin can be 
climinated. No traces of blood were found 
upon it, and from the impression left in the 
ground where it was found it had been there 
many months. It was badly rusted: The 
overshoes, the pop bottle, and the rope are 
the only things which appear to have been 
left behind by the murderers. One overshoe 
is of the high pattern and is much worn. 
The other is of the cloth kind. Either may 
have belonged to some one in the crowd 
which surrounded the body. The pop bottle 
certainly smells of kerosene, but its broken 
edges are dulled and dirty as if by attrition 
and not by heat, The rope is a bit of ordinary 
clothes line. 

Fred Holzhueter disappeared Jan. 30. 
While it is within the range of possibility that 
the body has been lying there ever since it is 
not probable. The knife which was 
found lay on the ground two feet 
from the body. It is a new knife, yet there is 
no rust upon it. If the knife had lain in that 
field for three weeks it would be likely to 
show it. Had the body been lying in the posi- 
tion in which it was found for three weeks 
the tree limbs across which it was laid would 
have sunk into the flesh and left their mark. 
There is hardly a trace to show where the 
body rested. 

Killed Three Weeks Ago. 

It is perfectly certain the man was killed 
three weeks ago, but it is also pretty certain 
Holtzhueter was not skilled where he was 
found. There are several things which go to 
prove that his body was brought there and 
burned Saturday night. Young Zeder declares 
Sunday morning he saw blood stainsin the 
road in front of the trees, and several farmers 
now remember that going to church Sunday 
their horses shied when they came to the 
trees. Saturday night, too, Policeman Mer- 
kel saw a firé burning on the hill, but 
as he knew neither houses nor strawstacks 
were near it, he paid no attention and decided 
that some tramps had gone into camp there. 
Saturday night George Hamilton heard a 
light wagon and a buggy drive through the 
village. Seon after a stranger knocked at 
his door and asked the way to Zeder’s, The 
man seemed excited about something and 
asked Hamilton if be knew anything about a 
prize-fight which was to be pulled off near 
there. Hamilton remembers it was 10 o'clock 
at night. Fifteen minutes later the same 
wagon and buggy appear to have arrived at 


place at 8 o'clock Saturday night, and that 
when the octupacts of the wagon and buggy 
rattled on her door she just let them 
rattle. She says they staid in her yard some 
time and then drove away down Western ave- 
nue.

Attempt to Hide the Crime. 

Where the body of the murdered man was 
kept before it was carried to the place of par- 
tial crewation is not yet known. Odat-straw 
which adhered to the mangled side of the 
head and some other signs point to the 
body having’been hidden in a barn. Every 
care has been evidently taken to preserve it 
until the time for its disposal should come. 
The men who carried it to that place knew 
the locality thoroughly anda better one for 
the purpose could not have been selected. Had 
they gone into the heavy timber the chances 
of detection would have been heightened, In 
the road and near the Zeder place, a couple 
of wagons would have excited no comment. 
It is generally believed the place where Holtz- 
hueter’s body was found was chosen by day- 
light for its peculiar fitness for temporarily 
concealing a crime. From the amount of 
brushwood used it was apparently not the hope 
of the murderers to entirely consume the 
body, but to so disfigure it that recognition 
would be impossible. 

So far no city detectives have visited Ever- 
green Park. When news of the murder spread 
abroad the Englewood patrol wagon with a 
couple of meu came over. They took a look 
at the body, decided it was out of their 
territory, anyhow, and went away leaving 
the crowd of relic-hunters hard at work. It 
was not until the inquiry for a description of 
Holzhueter was made at Central Station that 
the city force got to work on the_ case. 

When it did it made good tim,’ Mertzen 
had been under surveillance ever since the 
reported disappearance of Holzhueter, and 
when the fect was established that the body 
found at Evergreen Park was thatof the 
missing man Lieut.

Wasuincroy, D. C., Feb. 25.—Secretary 
Gresham has received from the United States 
Chargé at Paris a cablegram stating that the

I do not know who has interested 
himself most in my behalf and am ata 
loss to know to whom Iowe my nomination 
except, of course, the President. I have 
several friends whom I understand have been 
active in my behalf, but I have not talked 
with them onthe subject. My natne was 
mentioned very kindly several days ago in the 
editorial columns of Tun Tanuxx in connec- 
tion with the appointment. I think that was 
the first reference I saw in print relative to 
the possibility of my nomination. 


Expresses His Gratitude. 


‘*‘I am more thankful than I can tell to 
those who have interested themselveg in my 
behalf. One of the most pleasing features in 
connection with the appointment is that 1 
shail be able to remain in Chicago, where I 
have lived for twenty-six years. { had be.

FOR PURER BEER IN THIS STATE. 


Representative Snedeker Wants to Tax Out- 
side Brewers=—Commission for Tilinois. 
Sprincrieip, III., Feb, 25.—In all proba- 

bility there will be introduced in the House 

this week by Mr. Snedeker a bill which will 
excite a lively interest among the brewers in 
this State and a much livelier interest among 
the brewers outside the State, The measuré 
which Mr, Snedeker bas in view is in the nat- 
ure of a protection bill, in that it will require 
a tax of one-half cent a gallon on all beer 
sold in the State that has been manufactured 
outside of the State. Another provision of the 
bill is for the appointment by the Governor of 
either three or five inspectors of breweries to 
see that no substance shall be used in the 
manufacture of beer which is in any way in- 
jurious td the health. The brewers will be re- 
quired to use pure water, and if they are at 
present using water from a stream that is in 
any way polluted they will be compelled to 
stop it. A similar bill bas been introduced in 
the Legislature of Missouri. Mr. Snedeker 
says it is his desire to have the beer manu- 
factured in this State subjected to the same 
regulations as required by the German Gov- 
ernment of the brewérs of that country. 
believes the measure will meet with favor 
among the brewing companies of this State, 
especially the better class, in that it will pro- 
tect them against the brewers of other States, 
and also that it will compel the brewers of 
cheap and inferior grades of beer to improve 
the quality of the article they manufacture.

It is easy to see why 
the term great is refused to an actor whose up- 
peal is to the mind and who does not fire the 
sensibilities, Mr. Tree is decidedly not a great 
actor in the old sense. for be 
has not solidarity of temperament. 
Just how subtle and admirable his art 
may be one cannot judge even from two 
such different impersonations as the starvi 
poet in The Balladmonger” and the ol 
poking Russian officiai in The Red Lamp,” 
but interesting in a high degree are his im- 
personations, 60 r they are al- 
most independent of the stories in whish they 
are set. His Gringoire in ** The Ballad 
monger is fascinating; his Demetrius in 

The Red Lamp holds one’s closest atten- 
tion throughout, though the play is trash. 

He looks like a Scandinavian, was one’s 
first impression when a tall, pallid, flaxen- 
haired man—not the youth one expected from 
the story—was shoved roughly into the pres- 
ence of Louis XI, This Gringoire began 
speaking in a high-pitched voice which was 
hollow in the sense that it was unsympathetic 
not heart-reaching, as one might 
look for in such a character. 
Largeness and freedom in movement charac. 
terized this strolling poet, who had the rolling 
eye if not the fine frenzy which Shakspeare 
spoke of as belonging to these gentry. Dry 

i self-contained was the humor which 
Gringoire displayed; and his pathos—the one 
essential quality, one would suppose—did not 
instantly strike a response in the soul of the 
hearer. felt oneself absorbed, never- 
theless, by something more than curiosity 
when Gringoire recited in his high. 
pitched voice (‘‘recited’’ is the word, 
and one uses it admiringly) the 
ballad of the ghastly fruit that burdened the 
trees in the garden of the King.’’ More ab. 
sorbed one gtew when the poet pleaded the 
cause of the r—not his own—with the 
beautiful girl whom he was supposed to woo; 
and one was enjoying the effect of pathos, 
though one was not conscious that the emo- 
tions had been directly played upon. It was 
an imaginative actor working upon his hear- 
er through the imagination. It was 
not sensibility on the stage setting 
fire to sensibility in the auditorium. 
Mr. Tree had triumphantly presented his 
ideal of Gringoire to his hearers and bad viv- 
idiy impressed them with it. The impersona- 
tion was complete and flawless. The actor 
conveyed the idea of the poet’s hunger with- 
out suggesting coarseness in the devouring of 
the food. Gringoire was ragged and yet there 
was nothing about him suggesting sordid. 
ness of poverty. In seizing the idea behind 
the fact and expressing it in action Mr. Tree 
showed himself on a plane above the prosaic, 
above the mere realistic, although not in the 
warm atmosphere of emotional sympathy. 
The old-fashioned actor made one feel and 
then think; this new-fashioned artist (rather 
than — ) makes one think and then—per- 

feel. 

tseemed to one that Miss Lily Hanbury 
was of good stature as Loyse to mate the 
Gringoire. The two made a couple of fully 
developed lovers without the glamor of 
youth. Mr. Charles Allen was properly se- 
vere as Oliver the Barber.

The resisting piece of the evening is The 
Red Lamp,” but in dramatic value it is not 
to be spoken of in the same breath with the 
translation of De Banville’s poem. From a 
literary point cf view it is a sort of drawing- 
room dime novel, The curtain goes up on a 
drawing-room in St. Petersburg well filled 
with varied costumes, and the eye is pieas- 
antly entertained until it fixes itself 
upon the unwieldy figure of a fat old gentle- 
man. He has the glazed complexion of a 
boiled lobster and he has white hair. A few 
in the audience recognize in Paul Demetrius, 
Chief of the Russian police, the actor who a 
few moments before impersonated the starv- 
ing poet. But judging from the spasmodic 
applause the majority of the spectators are 
still in the dark. So spirited is the action, or 
tather the movement on the stage, that the 
spectators imagine they are looking at an 
entertaining drama until they begin to 
think between the acts how flimsy it 
is. A Princess is trying to save 
her Nihilistic brother from arrest 
by exposing the signal of a red-shaded lamp. 
The audience cares nothing for the brother. 
Demetrius is trying to checkmate her while 
he adopts certain methods that Inspector 
Shea’s men at Central Station, under similar 


circumstances, would be ashamed to adopt. } 


But in a melodrama like “Thé Red Lamp 
this is neither here nor there. Mr. Tree’s por- 
trayal of Demetrius belongs to the class 
of strongly marked characterizations de- 
pending greatly on the skillful use 
of the contents of the make-up. box. 
The disguise is an excellent one, and once as- 
sumed it is naturally and consistentiy borne. 
Demetrius has little mannerisms which are 
never exaggerated ;,he uses the catch phrase 
„wonder and a dry cackle, which are both 
employed sparingly and effectively. The ease 
with which Mr. Tree plays this part is de- 
lightful, and the audience relishes also the 
savor of humor he gives it. The part itself 
does not call for any display of passion; in- 
deed it has little or no value except what the 
actor gives it, for itis really as a character 
only a vague shadow of Zouroff in Diplo- 
macy,”’ 17 hero of ** The Silver Shell,“ and a 
dozen other highly painted Russians. 
Mrs. Tree is much in evidence as the dis- 
tracted Princess who is maneuvering to keep 
the red-shaded lamp in a certain window. 
She is a dark, Hebraic-looking woman with 
an undemonstrative manner and positive 
style who wins her way slowly but surely 
into the graces of her audience, and leaves on 
the whéle a most agreeable impression. She 
strikes one as an actress who will improve on 
acquaintance. members of the company 
are competent, several being deserving of 
mention, which they will receivein the future.

„Princess Bonnie, Willard Spencer’s 
latest opera, which was sung last night at 
Hooley’s, occupies a negative position. It is 
neither distinctly good nor distinctly bad. 
From that moment in which the curtain 
rises upon an empty stage, where some toy 
ships are jerked about in meaningless fashion 
while the orchestra plays music more or less 
reminiscent, hope of briskness of actiou 
Vanishes.

The music, though 
mainly reminiscent and devoid of humor, is 
always fluent in melody. 

Mise Eleavore Mayo, who sustained the 

art of the heroine, is unusually handsome. 

er action is spirited, and though a trifle 
amateurish, she readily becomes the center 
of attraction in the piece. Miss Mayo’s voice 
is of decidedly more marked value than that 
customary in light opera. There was ten- 
dency to false intonation, due possibly to the 
nervousness attendant upon a first appear- 
ance. Will. M. Armstrong made a manly 
impersonation of Roy Stirling, the lover.

Mr. Thomas W. Keene's Richard III.“ at 
least deserves commendation for the persist- 
ency with which the actor has carried out his 
early ideas. Having based his interpretation 
of Richard upon the Cibber version of the 
drama. and singled out those qualities which 
define him as England’s most royal miscreant, 
Mr. Keene has sent him mouthing, wurder- 
ing, and grimacing down the years of a long 
career which has jnown no variation 
from the one set purpose.

New York, Feb. 25.— [Special. I— For the 
first time in five years ** Tristan and Isolde 
was produced at the Metropolitan Opera- 
House tonight, Wagner instead of Verdi or 
Gounod made opera-going seem almost a 
serious business instead of a social func- 
tion. Allowing that ‘the performance 
of tonight. realized. all the. essential re- 
quirements of the spirit of the 
traditional one could not help 2 that 
the opera would have lost nothing in effect by 
being better sung. The difficulties surround- 
i the two foremost roles are notable in- 
deed, from every standpoint, and unsurpassed 
in any opera now holding the stage, while the 
adequate presentation of these roles 
calls. for the highest order of  yYocal 
the dramatic ability. Frau Sucher. 
who made her first American appearance as 
Isolde, comes to us with the reputation of be. 
ing a great artist and of being one 
of the dest eight Wagnerian singers 
now before the public. A great artist she 
certainly is in and of her own school; she 
would be a great actress of any school. As 
Isolde she identifies herself completely 
with the character, ‘and gave an 
impersonation at once picturesque 
dignified, impassioned, forcible, and fall o 
life and naturalness.

Even if he had read and 
known avery line of it it would be only prop- 
er justice on his part to allow the rest of the 
Aldermen to have an equal opportunity of at 
least reading the ordinance and presenting 
amendments to it. I trust the Council will 
rise above the little petty consideration and 
appreciate the responsibility whicn the people 
has placed upon it and will at least give or- 
dinances of this kind proper and fair consid- 
eration, will at least give members of this 
Council an opportunity to read and dis- 
cuss and digest them. Let us have no more 
of this. You have a mazority, in favor of 
passing this ordinance, The combination is 
so closely made, with its lines so well de- 
fined, that you can pass an ordinance over the 
Mayor’s veto if you like. Be at least gener- 
ous enough to the minority of this Council to 
give it an opportunity to consider this ordi- 
nance. Do not—and appeal to the mem- 
bers of this Council belonging to my political 
side of it, with whom 1 stand upon party 
questions—do not allow it to be said, as it 
will be said all over the city from now until 
election day if you pass this ordinance, that a 
Republican Council has voted to sell the 
rights of the people, and a Democretic Mayor, 
candidate for reéiection, has stood between 
the people and the bargain and sale by the 
Republican Council. Let us vote it down.” 
[Great applause in the galleries. |

In view of a supply estimated at 434. 000,000 
gallons for the same length of time and the fact 
that the largest amount of water ever used in 
twenty-four hours -was but 284,000,000 gallons 
it would seem as if Chicago was in a position to 
furnish all its citizens with an abundance of 
water. , Your committee has endeavored to find 
the reasons for the scarcity offwater which exists, 
mainly in — districts, and ** all above 
the first. floors the dwellings. Investigation 
led us to the following as the main reasons: 

First—In the earlier days of Chicago a vital 
mistake was made, which was repea in the 
location of the Fourteenth street pumping sta- 
tion of recent construc and in locating the 
pumping works along the lake sbore instead of 
inland and near the centers of the districts to be 
supplied. This condition of affairs cannot now 
be remedied without an expenditure of money. 
entirely beyond the ability of the city to provide. 

Second—There are in use several pumping en- 
gines which, beside being of antiqua design, 
are stacey worn out. 

hird—Many of the mains running to the out- 
lying districts are entirely too smali to carry the 
amount of water demanded of them. 

Fourth—And@ probably more important than 
any other reason is the unequal distribution of 
water caused by the enormous demand upon the 
system in the down-town district. 

Disearding the wornout pumps and exchang- 
ing those of old style fot pumps of modern design 
will aid in the improvement. laying many of 
the present water pipes with ones of much larger 
size will improve the conditions, but both of 
these changes will, in our estimation, simply aid 
but not remove the existing evil conditions. 
Then again and what must eventually be done 
provide water to all the people in this city 
yond the down-town districts pumping works 
must be erected in the center of the nortwestern 
portion of the city, also in the extreme southeast 
center and the intermediate southwest center, 
with a supply of water carried direct to these 
stations by land tunnels. : 

Your committee thinks that with a hydraulic 
plant established in the business center of the 
city it would be possible to connect all the fire 
hydrants with this system, thereby making each

would not have taken place. As the wools in 
question are not and willi not be produced in 
this country, for it would not pay to grow 
them here, there seems to be no reason why 
the American manufacturer of carpets should 
not have his raw material free, like the man- 
ufacturer of india rubber goods, and thus be 
given the same opportunity to compete in 
foreign markets that the latter has. 


STATE CONTROL OF PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

Ten years ago the evils attending the sys- 
tem of primary elections, especially in cities, 
were so glaring that there was a demand for 
legislation to abate or at least to mitigate 
them. Such legislation, relating to those 
voluntary associations which are called par- 
ties, was defended, and with propriety, on the 
ground that these ‘primary elections are inti- 
mately associated with those regular elections 
which the State is obliged to assume the man- 
agement of. 

It was claimed that voting of the people at 
the regular elections was limited practically 
to candidates chosen at the primary elections, 
and that under the system of parties which 
obtains here it cannot well be otherwise, and 
therefcre the protection of the law should be 
cast around these preliminary elections. It 
was held that the great political parties were 
not mere voluntary associations, like Masons 
or the members of social clubs, but that they 
were quasi-public organizations, exercising 
important political functions. 

So the first law was passed for the regula- 
tion of primaries. It was followed by others, 
which went a little further. But there was 
nothing compulsory about this legislation. A 
party could avail itself of the new system or 
not, as it saw fit. But even where party man- 
agers have held their primaries under the 
law the results have aot always been satisfac- 
tory. Some disgraceful primaries were held 
only a short time ago. 

So it is proposed to take the final step, and 
to place primary elections absolutely under 
the control of the State. The ward or town 
committeeman is to have nothing more to do 
with them, whether they are held to nominate 
candidates or to choose delegate tickets; they 
are under the exclusive management of the 
Board of Election Commissioners. The board 
is to lay out the primary precincts, choose the 
judges, and designate the polling places. All 
the provisions and the penalties set forth in 
the election laws are made applicable te these 
preliminary elections. 

No person can vote at a primary whose 
name is not on the registry books unless he 
makes affidavit that he will be a qualified 
voter at the time the registration for the en- 
suing election is made. Each voter when he 
registers is to be asked: With what political 
party do you desire to affiliate? If he names 
one he can vote at the primaries of that party. 
lf he declines to do so, as many undoubtedly 
will, then he can go to no primery. But per- 
sons who are free from party ties do not go 
to primaries now and would lose nothing. 

The ordinary run of machine politicia ns 
will oppose this bill. They will object to it 
on the ground that it gives a majority of the 
Election Commissioners too much power over 
a party of which they are not members. The 
bill provides for the payment of the expenses 
of primary elections by the city or town. It 
will be objected that the parties and not the 
municipality ought to pay the bills. 

As there is no strong pressure for the pas- 
sage of this measure, and as it will be 
vehemently opposed by those who are to be 
deprived of the power of manipulating 
primaries to suit their own ends, there is no 
likelihood that it will pass. But were it to 
pass the primaries would not be altogether 
perfect. The Election Commissioners would 
have to choose the judges. The committee- 
men would claim the right to nominate those 
judges, and they would pick out men they 
thought they could depend on. Nor would 
the number of votes cast at a primary elec- 
tion be as large as the friends of this bill 
think. The machine would continue to 
have the advantage at the primary. It would 
not have the overwhelming advantage it has 
now, however, and would meet often with de- 
feats. The committeeman would not be able 
to carry matters with as high a hand as he 
does now. There would be less slugging and 
less ballot-box stuffing. 

Some time or other, unless parties reform 


their primary methods themselves, which is | 


not likely, a bili like this will be passed and 
parties will be forced to obey it. The right of 
the State ta look after primary elections can- 
not be disputed. It is purely a question of 
expediency to what extent it shall exercise 
that right. 


COL, INGERSOLL AND THE JERSEY IX.

| what more competent judge of biasphemy 
| could there be than an average detective! 
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his audience. All of which goes to show that 


his intolerance is worse even than the intoler- 

ance he charges against the ministers. There 
is no more uncharitabie man in the world 
than Col. Ingersoll. There is no degree of 
abuse to which he will not descend in assalling 
those who do not believeas he does. The odium 
theologioum is mild as compared with the 
Ingersoll odium. The fatal mistake made by 
the Hoboken ministers was in taking any 
notice of him and in raking up an obsolete 
law to prevent him from speaking. Col. 
Ingersoll long ago ceased to have any influ- 
ence in his attacks upon the Bible and Chris- 
tianity, and it was just such an unwise move 
as that made by the Hoboken ministers which 
ga ve him an opportunity to advertise him- 
self. If the ministers will let him alone the 
people will, for they are tired of him and his 
stale repetitions of cynicism and poor wit 
which he has so long employed as substitutes 
for reason and argument. The Hoboken min- 
isters guve him just the opportunity he wanted. 


They were unwise to do it. Let him alone 


and he will be soon forgotten. 


THE GOULD-CASTELLANE NUPTIALS, 

There will be a general feeling of relief 
when ‘the Gould nuptials are celebrated at 
the elaborate altar which has been constructed 
for them, first, because it will put an end to a 
good deal of silly gossip and extraordinary 
exaggeration, and, second, because it will give 
the public an opportunity to devote itself to 
weightier matters which must remain in abey- 
ance so long as the young heiress and her 
breezy lover claim its sole attention. It is in- 
evitable that a marriage of this kind should 
invite the widest publicity, for it is just the 
thing people want to know about, and the 
more extraordinary the accounts the more 
eagerly they are sought‘for. True, both Miss 
Gould and Count Castellane have been quoted 
as desiring to avoid this annoying publicity. 
To get away from the public gaze Miss Gould 
goes to one conspicuous hotel and Count Cas- 
tellane to another. Breakfasts, lunches, din- 
ners, and receptions follow each other with a 
rapidity that makes one dizzy just to read 
about them. Further to avoid publicity the 
bride goes to the photographer and has her 
wedding gown taken for the newspapers as 
well as views of other gowns and pictures of 
herself and maid on shopping trips. The coy, 
reluctant, sensitive groom has himself pho- 
tographed sitting, standing, reclining, and in 
every other position except on all foura, and 
further retires from public view by taking 
charge of the milliners and modistes, dancing 
attendance upon the bride in her rounds 
among the shops, giving uproarious dinners 
to his gentlemen friends, and worrying, the 
lives out of. tradesmen by scores.

All of which 
is gratifymg to the public and doubtless is 
gratifying to themselves. 

And why should it not be? When-money 
mates with title itis an event of no small 
importance. The wedding is the crowning 
event in every life, even the humblest. In 
this case on the one hand is a bright, pretty, 
piquant little girl, part heiress to the Gould 
millions; on the other a good natured, breezy, 
dashing young fellow of high title against 
whom nothing has been said, except that be 
isa gilded butterfly. From all appearances, 
however, the match is a suitable one. The 
story that Miss Gould bought her husband, 
paying two millions down, is an exaggerated 
one without question. She has done what is 
the rule of French customs. She has arranged 
to pay a certain sum for setting up a house in 
France and another certain sum for equipping 
and maintaining it, in all half a million 
dollars, which is a bagatelle for her. Asa 
matter of course the groom is not as rich as 
the bride. Her father’s miilions are freshly 
made and sufficient time has not elapsed to 
squander them. The Count belongs to an old 
family whose fortunes are all in decayed con- 
dition, and yet he has money enough to keep 
the wolves away even if his bride hdd none. 
So there was no occasion for the sneer of the 
Rev. Peters Sunday last that Miss Gould 
is marrying a titled imbecile, and that “ as 
the $2,000,000 to be settled upon the little 
Count is contingent upon his good behavior 
there is little likelihood of the money ever 
going out of the Gould family.“ This was an 
ill-natured fling. From all accounts the 
groom, though fond of show and splurge, is 
a good-natured, honest,manly little fellow, who 
will make a good husband, and enable the 
pretty little bride to turn her father’s millions 
to good account in the somewhat impecunious 
fashionable quarter of Paris. 

It is not improbable that many of the 
malicious things said about the Gould-Castel- 
lane wedding have originated in the circles 
of the Four Hundred. The Goulds have not 
been popular with that set. They have made 
various effurts to get into it, but have been 
barred out. It must be gall and wormwood 
to the Four Hundred after refusing admis- 
sion to the Goulds so long to have to witness 
the spectacle of one of them capturing a 
title which gives her entrance into the very 
center of the Faubourg St. Germaine, the 
oldest, most exclusive, most conservative of 
fashionable circles on the continent, the repre- 
sentatives of the ancien régime. No mem 
ber of the Four Hundred has accomplished 
that. From her dizzy height the Countess 
Castellane will look down upon all the clients 
of the late Ward McAllister. She flew high, 
but she got there, and there may she long stay, 
an exception to the fate of most American 
women who have bought titles. 


CULLOM GAVE THE POOLING BILL NO 
THOUGHT. 

Neither of the Illinois Senators voted on the 
motion made Saturday to take up the pooling 
bill, Both of them had bad colds and kept 
their rooms. Senator Palmer says that he 
would have voted against taking up the meas- 
ure to the prejudice of appropriation bills, 
and he asserts as on previous occasions that 
he is against the pooling bill unless amended 
in several respects. Senator Cullom says: 
Jam not prepared to say how I would have 
voted for the reason that I have not given the 
subject any thought.. He says also that hav- 
ing become satisfied on his return to Wash- 
ington that the bill would not pass at this 
session at least he gave himszif no further 
trouble about it. 

This is a delisious statement. It appears 
that he does not know how he stands on a 
question which has been discussed so generally 
and so warmly for some months. His sick. 
ness Saturday was very opportune. But for 
that he would not have known where he stood 
on the pooling bill and would have had to ask 
leave to be excused from voting until he had 
a consultation with himself and had found 
out “where he was at.” The inference to be 
drawn from his naive confession of ignorance 


| is that he has been so busy engineering his re- 


election and making up a slate for next year, 
which shall embrace the names of Fifer and 
Tanner, that he has not had the time to 
qualify himself to discharge the dation of bis 
office and to make up his mind as to hig posi- 
tion on subjects of vital importance. 

If the fortunate cold which saved him from 
finding himself in a most embarrassing 
plight should continue to confine him to his 
room for a few days more he ought to spend 
the time in giving this pooling bill subject a 
little of his best and deepest thought.

It is rather 
mortifying that the senior Senator should say 
serenely that he does not know how he would 
vote, for he has not ** given the subject any 
thought.” All his thoughts have been concen- 
trated on keeping himself in the Senate and 
nore of them have been wusted on how he 
should vote when there. * 


SCHEMING FOR DOUBLE TAXATION. 

One of the members of the subcommittee 
which has been working away at a revenue 
bill announces with enthusiasm that a meas- 
ure has been prepared the adoption ot which 
will put on the assessment books “a billion 
dollats’ worth of property now escaping tax- 
ation. He is altogether mistaken. He in- 
cludes in his estimate hundreds of millions 
which are taxed already. He includes all the 
mortgages on Illinois real estate and the 
mortgages on real estate in other States 
which are held in Illinois. The land covered 
by these mortgages is taxed. So are the 
buildings and the other improvements, It is 
proposed to add a half or more to the taxes 
on that property under the pretense of equal 
taxation. 

A farmer owns a quarter section. It is 
listed and he pays taxes on it. He gets old 
and tired of farm work and he selle it to a 
resident of a neighboring village who has 
been running a little store. He takes the 
stock of goods as quarter’ payment for. the 
land and takes a mortgage for the remainder. 
Under a system of just taxation the Assessor 
will assess the farm and the stock of goods 
just as before, Under the unjust system it is 
desired to adopt he will assess the farm and 
stock of goods as before and then will in 
addition call on the new storekeeper to pay a 
tax on three-fourths of the value of a farm 
which he did own but which he owns no 
longer; which he did live on but which 
he has ceased to occupy. There is no 
more wealth in existence after the mortgage 
was made than before it was made, and yet 
the framers of this new bill speak of this 
mortgage as property which has escaped 
taxation.”’ 

These advocates of double taxation are mis- 
taken concerning another point. They think 
that they can get on the assessment books at 
its full nominal value this billion of property 
which has “escaped taxation,” consisting 
chiefly of promises to pay fcr land already 
taxed or promises to pay for goods already 
taxed in the hands of the shopkeeperin or 
outside of the State. They think they can 
levy and collect a tax on those promises. 
They are as badly mistaken as others have 
been who have tried the same thing in about 
all the States in the Union. Penalties have 
been provided. The holders of these prom- 
ises or credits have been threatened with dire- 
ful punishments if they did not list them. 
Assessors have been threatened with fines 
and the jail if they did not put them down as 
well as tiie property they represented and as- 
sess both at their true cash value. Every- 
where the attempt has been an inevitable fail- 
ure, It will be one in Illinois if tried, for hu- 
man nature is the same here that it is in oth- 
er States. 

If these double taxers carry their point they 
will cause a good deal of annoyance. They 
will collect some taxes off widows and orphans 
the exact extent of whose estates ha’ been ex- 


‘posed in the Probate Court. They. will force 


mortgageors to pay higher taxes on their prop- 
erty in the form of heavier interest on their 
loans. Toa slight extent they will carry out 
their plan, but it will be at the expense of the 
very persons in whose interest they say they 
are warns 3 
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BISHOP FALLOWS’ SALOON, 

The New York World in a somewhat flip- 
pant way assails Bishop Fallows’ Home Sa- 
lon in this city because he sells a non-alco- 
holic imitation of beer which “looks like 
beer, tastes like beer, foams like beer, and 
has so many of the other qualities of beer 
that it is calculated to deceive Hans Breit- 
mann himself.”” Commenting upon the 
Bishop’s method the Worid says: There 
can be no virtue in pretendmg to be delight- 
fully vicious. The way to reform is to re- 
form. There is no other way.“ 

The strictures of the World are hardly fair. 
Bishop Fallows recognizes the fact, as does 
every other person of common sense, that the 
real saloon, where alcoholic liquors are sold, 
cannot be closed in acity where the large 
majority of the citizens are opposed to clos- 
ing them. After long experience he is also 
convinced that the advocates of temperance 
can do nothing with places where tea and 
coffee or lemonade and raspberry shrub are 
sold. The temperance people will go there, 
but those are not the ones he wants to reach. 
He, therefore, has taken the middle course. 
He has met the devil half-way and will fight 
him on his own ground. With his saloon 
and his bar and bartendérs, and free 
lunches and beerette he gives the regular sa. 
loon fréquenter something with which he is 
familiar. He feels at home there, but he 
would not feel at homein a tea and coffee 
place. He meets his associates there. There 
are no special restraints upon him. There is 
nothing in the Home Salon which tends to 
humiliate him or which hints at his lapses 
from virtue. The most confirmed oid soaker 
would feel at home in Bishop Fallows’ place. 
This gives the Bishop a leverage upon him. 
It establishes a kind of good fellowship be- 
tween them. It may give the Bishop a chance 
to sa ve him. In any event his experience will 
do him no harm and it may do him good. 
The chance is worth taking. It is certain he 
will not go to the good places where the 
good people assemble to sell tea, coffee, 
and such, for he knows he is not a good man. 
If he does not go there then he will go to the 
other place where intoxicating drinks are 
sold, for it isa much more enticing and satis- 
factory place to him. Now Bishop Fallows 
has opened a saloon, which is a sort of inter- 
mediary. It may fail and the Bishop’s ef- 
forts may come to naught. But until it does 


fail it would be generous to withhold ungra- 


cious criticism. Give the Bishop a chance. 
If Hans Breitmann is deceived, so much the 


better. 
JOHN W. SHOWALTER FOR CIROUIT 
JUDGE. 

The President yesterday sent to the Senate 
the nomination of John W. Showalter for the 
new Circuit Judgeship in this circuit. In this 
instance Mr. Cleveland has made no mistake.

WHY GOLD 16 EXPORTED. 

In the Forum for February Mr. Alfred 8. 
Heidelbach answers the question why gold is 
exported from the United States. He saysa 
desire by European financiers to attract gold 
is not sufficient to gain it, There must be 
some right to call for it. He presents the fol- 
lowimmg as conservative estimates of amounts 
owed from the United States to Europe each 
year, apart from the ordinary merchandise 
balances, as evidenced by the custom house 
returns, and making no allowance for under- 
valuations on our imports:

In order to pay this ‘vast indebted- 
ness to Europe the balance of trade in mer- 
chandise would have to reach this sum. but it 
has never done so, The merchandise balance 
in our favor in 1894, including exports of 
silver, was 264 millions, but it left a large 
amount to be paid for either in securities or 
gold. Solongas European creditors were 
willing to take our securities or reinvest their 
balances in American enterprises there was 
no inordinate cali for gold. Recently they 
have demanded the latter, not wishing to take 
our securities to any considerable extent or to 
make permanentinvestmentshere, Why this 
change? 

Mr. Heidelbach says it was because the de- 
velopments in our railroad management have 
filled many would-be investors with disgust 
and anger, but above all they were dismayed 
at the condition of our Treasury and our cur- 
rency. They feared that if they left or in- 
vested money here they would not be able to 
get back as good money as they gave. They 
had nodoubt of the good intentions of the 
government to uphold the parity, but could 
not help doubting ite ability to do so under 
the conditions which existed up to the first 
week in February. Thus, fear was one of the 
main causes, and at the time of writing the 
article the author believed that this fear 
will not be dissipated until we are on a 
sound basis, and no basis is sound that 
does not provide for a redemption of 
ali currehicy in the money of the 
world - gold.“ So long as we wish to deal 
with the great nation§ of Europe and attract 
their capital we must be ready and able to 
pay in the same measure of value adopted by 
them, rightly or wrongly. It is not suffi- 
cient to have a form of money that may be 
acceptable to our peopie; it must 
be universally acceptable.” There can 
be no doubt that the people of the United 
States require more capital for the full de- 
velopment of the resources of our country. 
But we cannot hope to attract it from abroad 
till our currency is on a sound basis, and the 
same feeling that has prevailed in Europe 
has manifested itself at home. Domestic cap- 
ital has been reluctant to enter on new enter- 
prises, the result being stagnation of busi- 
ness. 

Since the resumption of specie payments 
sixteen years ago about 260 millions of dol- 
lars in greenbacks have been canceled, but as 
they have been reissued they can continue to 
draw gold from the Treasury up to the point 
of exhaustion. The fear that this point would’ 
be reached was evidenced by the fact that 
various foreign insurance companies domi- 
ciled here had orders from the home offices to 
remit immediately all premiums collected; 
that mortgages on the best property, owned 
by foreigners, were not renewed at maturity, 
but the proceeds ordered home; that bankers 
when offering good bonds received the reply 
that clients were no longer investing in Amer- 
ican securities; and that real estate purchases 
arranged forin New York by foreign cor- 


‘poratione were abandoned. 


There is no question whatever that if we 
did not expend our balance of trade in the 
way stated by Mr. Heidelbach this country 
would be full of gold. The goverament can- 
not prevent these expenditures, but it ought 
so to arrange its finances as to have a regular 
surplus revenue from taxation. Otherwise its 
affairs will be in bad shape, rendering it nec- 
essary to sell more bonds, and thus increase 
the national debt. The Democrats have blun- 
dered wretchedly every day since they came 
into power. They cut down the tariff too 
much, and put in nothing to replace the def.- 
icit except the income tax to be collected a 
year or two later. The proposed extra tax of 
$1 per barrel on beer would have set the rev- 
enues right, or nearly so, and done much to 
prevent the drains on the gold reserves in the 
Treasury. Unless the new Congress is called 
together this spring President Cleveland will 
have more trouble before next December, 
though there is reason to hope that he will not 
have to meet such a panicky demand for gold 
to go abroad as was experienced last Decem- 
ber and January. 


„Anm to prohibit gambling on boards 
of trade is the title of a bill introduced in 
the House at Springfield by Mr. Kent of Cook 
County. The object of the bill is to place all 
boards of trade on the same footing as bucket 
shops, to prohibit the buying or selling of 
produce on margins, or dealing in any article 
of produce for future delivery, fo oblige all 
persons who sell grain, pork, or beef to fur. 
nish a warehouse receipt, calling for and de- 
scribing the commodity sold, and to force all 
persons or corporations dealing in these com- 
modities to keep a book in which shall be 
recorded all sales, such book to be open to in- 
spection by Judges of the courts, thesState’s- 
Attorney, or foreman of grand juries. Prose. 
cuting attorneys are to receive $100 for each 
conviction for violations of the act, and the 
penaity for such violation is to be not less 
than $500 nor more than $1,000. The 
chances are that the members of the Chigggo 
Board of Trade, against whom this bill is di- 
rected, could stand its being made a law fully 
as well as the farmer could bear the conse. 
quences, though a good many of thé members 
macht have to go into some other kind of bus-

Sas Dino, Cal., Feb. 25.— The United 
States revenue-cutter Wolcott has just re- 
tarned from a week’s cruise to San Luis 
Obispo in search of the seven-ton sloop Al- 
calde, which sailed. from this port Jan. 31, 
ostensibly on a coast trip, for which no clear- 
ance papers were required. The Wolcott ex- 
amined the Islands of San Clements, Santa 
Catalina, Santa Cruz, and San Miguel in 
search of the mission .loop, and upon return- 
ing to San Diego found the Alcalde had re- 
turned just ahead of it and was quietly at an- 
chor in this bay.

Twenty-four men 
have defied the authorities and called for 
rebel recruits at Ybarrt, near Matanzas, and 
trouble is reported also from Guantanamo.

NO OLEW IN ZOLLINGER’S MURDER 


Supposed That Desperadoes Arrested by 
Him Are the Criminals. 

Newron, Ia., Feb. 25.—[Special.|—J. R. 
Zollinger, the murdered merchant, for ten 
years filled the offices of Deputy 
Sheriff and Sheriff, and as an officer 
was active in bringing wrong doers 
to justice, There are many who believe some 
of these desperadoes are responsible for his 
death.

Sev- 
éral rods further down the walk a few 
drops of blood were found and near by 
was a club which might have been the one 
used by the assailants. injured man evi- 
dently had stopped once and leaned against 
the fence a moment for support, but from 
there to the door his steps were direct 
and steady, and he still had his book 
under his arm when he entered the house. 
A jury was impaneled and an ad- 
journment taken for a week. The 
examination has established clearly 
that the injury was not the result of accident, 
the doctors agreeing that only a fall head first 
from a scaffold could cause such an injury by 
accident. The deceased was a prominent 
member of the Masonic fraternity and the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 


LITHOGRAPHING PLANT DESTROYED, 


Largest Concern in the Northwest Burned 
at a Loss of $60,000, 

Mixwnzapouis, Minn., Feb. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The Crown Lithographing company and the 
Housekeepers’ Publishing company, which 
occupied the old Centenary Church on the 
corner of First avenue south and Seventh 
street was destroyed by fire this afternoon. 
It is supposed to have been caused by a cross- 
ing of electric wires. The companies employ 
over 300 men, and George Cleveland, the 
last to leave the second story, was compelled 
to jump from a window, bruising himself and 
cutting his left arm badly.

The insur- 
ance is light and is carried in Lloyds and 
mutual companies. It will amount to 830, 
000. The building, owned by the Lillibridg 
estate, was valued at $10,000, with $7,500 
insurance,

OIViO FEDERATION WILL SLASR A? 
BAD ALDERMANIO NOMINEES, 


Republicans and Democrats Alike te Feel 
the Keen Edge of the Steel if the Lo- 
cal Objection to Them Is Sufficientiy 
Pronounced=Second, Twenty-third, and 
Twenty-fourth Wards Dissatisfied— 
Work Against Democrats Sure to Be 
Selected to Begin Before Conventions. 


Machine nominated candidates for Alder- 
men are going to have a hot fight on their 
hands with the Civic Federation. So many 
delegations have made protests against cer- 
tain nominees that the federation decided 
yesterday to go into politics, or, rather, to 
make a struggle against bad Aldermanic 
nominees regardless of politics. To set forth 
clearly before the public the attitude of the 
organization in the coming municipal cam- 
paign President Gage will prepare a circular 
which the federation hopes will bring to its 
support all good citizens. 

The decision to take an active part in the 
campaign was reached at a meeting of the 
Political Action committee yesterday after- 
noon, This is a committee of twenty-one 
members, ten of whom are Republicans, ten 
Democrats, and one is a Populist. The mem- 
bership is regarded by the leaders as being 
sufficiently representative of both the leading 
parties to insure sincerity of purpose. The 
complaints received so far are from Republic- 
an delegations, the Democrats not having as 
yet made nominations. 

Three of the nominations over which the 
most dissatisfaction was expressed thus far 
to the federation are those in the Second; 
Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth Wards. In 
tne Second Ward Ald. Best has received re- 
nomination and in the Twenty-fourth Ward 
Ald. Peck has been again placed in the field. 
A new man named Weisbrod has been named 
in the Twenty-third Ward. A written protest 
was received from this ward yesterday ask- 

the federation nominate some 
Republican. After considering the 
situation in these three wards yes- 
terday a special committee, consisting 
of George Adama, J. J. McGrath, and John 
F. Scanian, was appointed. It will meet to-

But other wards are dissatisfied as well as 
the three named, In the Twenty-sixth Ward 
Ald, Finkler has been renominated, and the 
dissatisfied ones say he is a Yerkes man.

Campbell that he, too, is a Yerkes 
man, aud was nominated as a result of 
brace primaries, In the Nineteenth Ward.

Sins- 
heimer is looked upon as a representative Re- 
publican.

The Democrats are yet to be heard from. 
Their nominations Will not be made until 
next month, but in some of the wards the 
nominations are foregone conclusions, and it 
was given out yesterday that the federation 
would anticipate the result and go ahead with 
its plans.

Listen to Arguments Before Judge Gross- 
cup on Appraisers’ Appointments. 

Judge Grosscup yesterday morning listened 
to arguments in regard to the appointment of 
an appraiser to serve with the one to be ap- 
pointed by the Judge of the Probate Court 
and the one appointed by the Board of 
Education, to fix the value of school fund 
property.

Here Mrs, Carr 
purchased forty-three acres, and, although it 
was a farm, proceeded to lay it out quitelikea 


student of nature all her life. This 
farm is now a part of one of the most 
beautiful avenues of Pasadena, but long 
before it had been cut up into town lots 
Mrs. Carr had demonstrated not only 
what a woman can do in the line of horti- 
culture in California, but that almost every 
sort of fruit and nut known to commerce 
could be successfully grown there. This is 
trae not only of the southern but of the north- 
ern part of the State, for in California 
climate is not a matter of latitude but of 
mountains. The situation of valleys in ref- 
erence to the sea, which ali along this coast is 
warmed by the Japanese current, and to the 
near lying mountain ranges determines the 
climate. Often a distance of a few miles 
makes a radical climatic difference, and in a 
number of localities in the northern part of 
the State tropical fruits are as successfully 


grown as in the southern portion. 


Because horticulture is essentially a home- 
making industry, and, whether conducted on 
a large or small scale, is made successful by 
skill of hand, a quick eye, and nicety of per- 
ception it isan occupation expressly suited 
to women. Particularly is this truegrhere it 


| ig easy to get the rough, hard work done 


without baving the laborers in any. wey con- 
nected with the housenold. Whatever may 
be said of Chinese labor it certainly has its 
advantages. Throughout the fruit-growing 
districts of California Chinamen live in little 
colonies cultivating a few acres of ground 
on their.own account..to which they devofe 
thenise! ves when r services are not ffe- 
required by the ranch-owners, who depen 25 
them for a certain amount of work and on 
whom they depend for a large proportion of 
their income. In many of these little colo- 
nies of Chinamen—in fact, in most of them— 
there ate no women. The men not ly do 
all their own work but that of their white 
neighbors, whether it is washing oy plowing, 
for a Chinaman, whatever his shortcomings, 
is master ot ‘the gospel of self-help. This so-

planted to English wainuts, which while they 
area very profitable crop when once they are 
in bearing are slow of growth. Between the 
rows of walnut treés she raises pam pas grass, 
“which she ships to all parts of the world and 
in this way securésa modest income while 
her walnut trees are growing. 

Fair as is the obverse side of what women 
can accomplish in the way of fruit farming in 
California there is, as I have indicated, a 
reverse side. When the horticulturist has 
planted and cared for his orchard of various 
fruits and nuts and it is beginning to bring 
bic a return, there are destructive insects— 
a variety for each sort of fruit—which are 
liable toattack the trees atany moment. 
Then'there are high freights and low prices 
and difficulty at picking time in getting skilled 
and sufficient help. 

But these can be overcome. There are 
sprays and predaceous insects which effectu- 
ally conguer the insect enemies of the fruit 
trees. For instance the ladybird, brought 
from Australia, ate up a certain destructive 
scale that wes ruining all the orange trees in 
the State. It freights are high and prices low 
one year thé pendulum swings.to the other 
side of the.arch the next and the grower is 
able to strike a fair average. And the ob- 


verse is very alluring: There are sapphire, 


sun-floodéd skies; the opulence of the tropics;

, Mountain-Climbing Made Easy. 

Hitherto ali tunnels through mountains have 
been horizontal, or approximately so. Now, how- 
ever, comes a project to tunnel a mountain the 
other way, with the intention of securing a chan- 
nel for transit. not over the mountain and be- 
yond it, but to its summit. The pioneer mountain 
selected for this experiment is, according to ihe 
London Lancet, the Jungfrau. The plan is to 
make a vertical shaft from top to bottom with a

When the scheme was first decided upon the 
suggestion of the terrible mal de montagne 
which mountain climbers experience when they 
reach a height of about 3,000 meters caused the 
-project to la i 


ish. 

But meantime a scientist made experi- 
ments on guinea-pigs, wi the inten- 
tion of finding out just what causes the awful 
mountain sickness. e found that an animal at 
rest could exist very comfortably in an atmos- 
phere as rarefied as to which the mountain- 
climber is subjected when he feels the mountain- 
sickness, but that a guinea-pig made to exert it- 
self by turning a wheel became distressed in the 
same atmosphere. The animal at rest began to 
suffer only when subjected to an atmosphere 
equivalent to that ata height of 6,000 meters, 
and his condition only became serious at 

uivalent of 8,000 meters. 

hese experiments prove pretty conclusively 
that an element of muscular fatigue enters into 
the condition knows as mal de montagne. They 
leave little room for doubt that persons could be 
carried to the top 85 the Jungfrau, a height of 
4.000 meters, without discomfort. So the pro- 
ject to make the vertical tunnel is again under 
way, and we may.expect that before long the 
young man of the period, as he shouts Excelsior, 
will bear no banner of a strange device, but 
an unheroic elevator ticket.—Harper’s Weekly:

AT THE UNTVERSITY. 


Cobb Lecture Hall Is Crowded to Hear the 
Prelate=Urging the Ycung People To- 
werd a Better Life He Points Out the 
Unity Between Science and Religion 
Insista Upon the Duty of Edacated Men 
to Eater Public Life—His Admonition 
Not to Be Discouraged by Early Rebuffs. 

The chapel of Cobb Lecture Hall, Univer- 
sity of Chicago, was crowded yesterday morn- 
ing to hear Archbishop Ireland. Dr. Harper 
introduced the speaker. 

The Archbishop said science, as developed 
through evolution, was the handmaid of re- 
ligion. The speaker lingered upon the 
thought that intelligence was the all-pervad- 
ing spirit of things and insisted that it was 
the privilege, as well as the duty, of the col- 
lege student to enter the political arena. 

The Archbishop said in part: 

„Jam amazed at all I have seen and heard 
about the prospects of your great university. 
It is something that not only your city but 
the whole West, and, indeed, the whole coun- 
try must be proud of. Formerly it used to 
be said that universities grew gradually, but 
hers we have evidence of the potency of the 
American Nation and of the nineteenth cent- 
ury. Only a few years ago was this universi- 
ty thought of, and now we have it at work 
fully equipped to do great things and promis- 
ing yet greater things in the near future. 

„It is well, indeed, that this university 
springs up so potent for good in the City of 


progress and the new age of things. 

„We live as men by the intellect; the in- 
tellect is the first faculty, the highest faculty 
in us with which God has endowed us. It is 
that faculty which differentiates us from all 
surrounding creation, and it is through these 
faculties, so noble in themselves, that we are 
made the images and likenesses of God. By 
the intellect we apprehend the nature of the 
phenomena about us; we soar through the 
skies millions and millions ot miles, and 
through the intellect we go from the phenom- 
ena of the universe back to its first creat 
cause. God’s beings are the links between 
the material creation and his own infinite self. 
It is our duty as creatures of God to develop 
the faculties with which he has enriched us, 
and it is only the will of him, whom we call 
Our Father, that we grow daily in light. 

No Danger of Conflict. 

% It has some times been said that there is 
danger of conflict betwoen seience and re- 
ligion, between the study of the infinite and 
the study of terrestrial things. How could 
there be, since nature professes and teaches 
most positively that God is the author of all 
things, which gives to us a revelation of ‘his 
own being. There can be no conflict be- 
tween science and religion, since both der ive 
form and both appertuin to his own creation. 
Those who talk of conflict misunderstand the 
real problems of both, of religion and of 
science. Science, noble and great as it is, 
deals with the phenomena of the universe. 
It has its laws, it gives an insight into all 
the movements of taings, but as to the origin 
of things there science is silent. 

“It was a great scientist of England who 
said: ‘We move along, step by step, guided 
by science, and, however far we go, at last 
we come to the shore of a great beyond, a 
great ocean across which science doés not 
attempt to carry us. It is there that our rea- 
son steps in and asks what there is beyond, 
It is this beyond: this great religion of 
thought into which we step the moment we 
leave phenomena. 

Evolution, it was said, is going to give a 
finer reply to the searchings of the human 
soul and is going to make the existence of a 
God unnecessary. What is it? Evolution, to 
my mind, is one of the strongest proofs that 
there is a superior mind, for take it that 
there is greater need of a supreme intelli- 
gence back of evolution than there would be 
of its application to each and every species. 

**When we study scienve let us follow it out 
along its own path, not fearing at all for the 
consequences. When we etudy history let us 
study history. When we take up the tablets 
of the ancient Assyrians or probe into the 
monuments of Egypt, let us examine every- 
thing in its own name, Let us for the time 
being be men of science, and when we have 
reached our conclusions on the ground of 
science and evolution, then look up with the 
faith of religion and you may be sure that 
there will be no contradiction. 7 

Knowledge is completed by good conduct; 
knowledge should be the means to good con- 
duct. Man is not merely an intellectual be- 
ing; he is a moral being. 

The inteliect alone gives cleverness which 
may be used for good or evil purposes, but it 
is the moral nature of man which controls and 
gives direction to the intellect.

Attorney-General Moloney is in line with 
the Chairman of the. Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission, W. S. Cantrell, and the 
members of the Board of Trade, who insist 
that a public warehouseman should not deal 
in the grain in his own elevator. A committee 
of the Board of Trade propounded a number 
of questions to the Chairman of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission last summer.

First—Has the Buard of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners the power to prevent regu- 
lar warebousemen in the City of Chicazo from 
dealing in grain through their own warehouses 
or elevators? 

Second—W hat authority, if any, has the Grain 
Inspection Department to inspect and grade 
grain info or out of private warehouses? 

Third—Can the Grain Inspection Department 
be compelled to inspect grain into or out of pri- 
vate warehouses? 


The Attorney-General’s answer to the first 
question is in the affirmative, but the last two 


house. With private warehouses your has 
nothing whatever todo. The law does not pre- 
tend to regulate, control, or supervise private 
warehouses. Your inspectors cannot inspect or 
grade grain into or out of them any more than 
they could go down to Salle County and 
grade corn into ox out of a farmer’s corn crib. 1 
am of opinion, therefore, that your department 
has no authority to inspect or grade grain into 
or out of private warehouses. is disposes of 
your second and third inquiries. 

To return to the main and ey important in- 
quiry, “Can warehousemen dealin grain stored 
in what the law designates as public ware- 
houses?” My answer is they cannot. I am ot the 
opinion that our law contemplates that a person 
or corporation owning, controlling, leasing, or 
managing a public warehouse cannot store there- 
in his or its own grain or deal in the same. My 
reasons for so holding are as follows: 

The Legislature divided public warehouses into 
three classes. A, B. and C. Class A is where grain 
of different persons is stored in bulk or mixed with 
a light quality of 22 Class B is like Class A.ex- 
cept it only applies to counties of less than 100, 
000 inhabitants. Class C embraces all other ware- 
houses or places where property of any kind is 


- stored for a consideration. 


The peppeietor. lessee, or manager of a ware- 
house of Class A, before engaging in that busi- 
ness, must first obtain a license, which shall set 
forth the location and name of such warehouse 
and the names of the persons interested, as owners 
or principals, in the management of the same, or, 
if owned or managed by a corporation, the names 
of the President, Secretary, and Treasurer of 
such corporation; and such license shall give au- 
thority to carry on and conduct the iness of a 
public warehouse of Class A, in accordance with 
the laws of this 

There are many other provisions of law appli- 
cable to warehouses and warebousemen of this 
class, but the foregoing indicates that a person 
engaged in the business of keeping a warehouse 
and deriving emoluments therefrom is, in con- 
temptation of law. dealing with other people's 
property and not with his own. 

Indeed it is doubtful if the Legislature pos- 
sesses the power to regulate or control a man’s 
own personal property in his own warehouse 
when he did not pro to store or mingle it 
with the property of others, except that under 
the police power it would have the right to see 
that such storage was not likely to work a detri- 
ment to others or to the community at large. I 
have’ heretofore stated what characterizes a- 
warehouse as a public one is the fact that com- 
pensation is demanded and paid for the storage 
of grain. Ifa person or corporation desires to 
erect a warehouse or elevator and store his or its 
grain therein and sell the samo he or it can 
so. The law does not prohibit persons from own- 
ing elevators, storing their own grain therein, and 
disposing of the same, but your b has no power 
or authority to interfere therewith in any way. 
You cannot inspect or grade it, and for the all- 
sufficient reason, as above stated, it is not prop- 
ert stages in a warehouse regulated by law. 

Now, if a warehouseman of Class A can, under 
our law, own grain, have it graded, mixed with 
other grain of third parties, and stored in his 
own Warehouse and have a receipt issued there- 
for to himself, we have the strange anomaly pre- 
sented to us—viz.: that of a man compensating 
himself for storing his own grain in his own 
warehouse and at the same time contracting 
with himself. 

have carefully examined every case decided 
on this subject, as woll as the decisions by our 
own courts, found in the reports of the courts of 
last resort of Michigan, Kentucky, Iowa. Minne- 
sota, Federal and United States Supreme Court 
reports with the above result. I am, therefore, 
of the opinion that the owner. lessee, or 3 
of a public warehouse of Class A cannot store his 
own grain therein or issue receipts to himself, 
and if be attempts to do so it is the duty of the 
board to prevent it, and this it cun effectually do 
by refusing to inspect or grade such grain. 

In this connection I have not called attention 
to considerations of public policy, and they are 
all potent, which would prevent a warehouse- 
man from thus storing and mixing his grain with 
that of his depositors. and for the reason that in 
my judgment the statutory provision plainly 
prohibits his so doing.

Teo Few for Colored Women—Power of 
Money—Action Preferred to Theories 
Reforming Bad Chieage Habite. 

Wasuinotron, D. C., Feb. 25.—{Special. }— 
One of the strongest features of the National 
Council of Women is the advent of the Jewish 
women to its ranks. The part of the ever- 
ings on which they appeared was with two 
exceptions the most interesting of the six, 
Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon, the presiding offi- 
cer, explained the object of the National 
Council of Jewish Women and she spoke of 
the Jews in general, representing their claim 
to full fellowehip in all that concerns the wel- 
fare of humanity and the realization of man’s 
ideals. She claimed for the Jews the right to 
be judged as individuals and to stand or fall 
upon their own merits. 

Miss Sadie American advanced the idea 
that religion must be. for life, and not for 
death. It must be inclusive, not exclusive. 
Its theory must be carried out in practice. t 
must teach labor has duties as weil as rights— 
and capital likewise. It must treat all human 
beings alike. 

Mrs. Carrie Shevelson Benjamin of Denver 
discussed Greek and Hebrew thought, show- 
ing that the Greeks have given us an idea of 
beauty and form, while the Hebrews have 
been the teachers of the morals of the world. 
She declared that Greek genius stood for in- 
tellectuality; Hebrew for heart and soul and 
conduct,

Wasninerton, D. C., Feb. 25.—The second 
week of the triennial session of the National 
Council of Women opened today with a 
prolonged discussion on topic of 
equal pay for equal work. The dis- 
cussion was led by Mies Harriet Shinn 
of Illinois, a delegate of the National Asso- 
ciation of Women Stenographers. She read 
a paper on woman as a factor in the modern 
business world and contended women shouid 
receive compensation for their labors on the 
same basis as men. They were advancing, 
she held, in many lines of work and attaining 
proficiency in their professions. There: had 
been a marked improvement in the condition 
of workingwomen, though there was still 
much to be desired. 

Miss Mary Desha of this city and a member 
of the Committee on Equal Pay for Equal 
Work, argued on this line and discussed the 
proposition that pubiic purity is based on in- 
dividual morality. 


A plea for the creation of a Secretary for 


foreign women in the council was made by 
Mme. Josepha Humpal Zema of Chicago, 
Vice-President for Bohemia in the Interna- 
tional Council of Women, who extended the 
greetings of her society. 

Frances W. Harper of Pennsylvania, a col- 
ored woman, characterized the present senti- 
ment as to the true position of colored women 
as unjust and claimed that the avenues of use- 
fulness open to them are too few. 

Miss Virginia Chanler Titcombe of New 
York City discussed the power of money and 
said without it women are dependent and 
helpless and never can rise to their true posi- 
tion in the world. Married women were 
urged to keep individual bank accounts and 
to do everything tending to widen their sphere 
of usefulness. 

In the open discussion that followed Miss 
Susan B. Anthony took the ground that 
women cannot expect equal pay for equal 
work until they have equal rights before the 
law and have the ballot. 

The session closed with the contention of 
Miss Miller of Chicago that women have 
equal ability with men and that women in 
order to secure equal; pay should act more 
2 yf announcing what they intend to

Dealer Says Chicazo Will Be Battleground 
for Yellow and White Pine. 

But a short time ago Illinois lumbermen 
never would have expected to see the day 
when the great pine forests of Michigan and 
Wisconsin would not furnish the lumber for 
Illinois buildings. But the monopoly of the 
North has given way to the competition of the 
South. 

“The cheapness of Southern pine is fore- 
ing it steadily into our markets, K. S. 
Conklin of Pekin, President of the associa- 
tion, said last night. and before long I ex. 
pect dealers will keep it in stock the same as 
they do white pine. To my mind it is nearly 
as good as white pine and better than hem- 
lock for general use in construction. The ob- 
jection to yellow pine, in my opinion, is due 
to prejudice. The Southern product is bound 
tc torce itself farther and farther North until 
Chicago, once the greatest lumber market in 
the world, will be the battleground between 
the lumber from the North and the South. 

Mr. Conklin said there were few complaints 
against wholesaiers for selling directly to con- 
sumers. The sessions of the Illinois Retail 
Lumber Dealers’ Association, which begin 
this morning, will have no exciting questions 
before them. The excursion to the South will 
leave after the sessions have been completed, 
and it will be just a week before the party 


“An Eastern man would drop dead if you 
would propose to sell him a mine, George 
W. Irwin of Butte, Mont., said at the Welling- 
ton yesterday. ‘Eastern capitalists will not 
even listen to propositi ns about gold mines, 
letting alone silver. Nevértheless, the pro- 
duction of gold in our State increased 33 per 
cent last year over what it was in 1893, and 
the increase will be still larger this year.

Flour—“Seo” Line to Blame for Much 
of IteSigns Pointing to Danger of a 
Passenger Rate War on Western Roads 
“General Railroad News. 


About a month ago the Presidents ond 


General Managers of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation lines met at Cleveland and resolved 
that manipulation and cutting of rates must 
cease, and any agent or other official who 
was found violating the agreement would be 
severely punished. For two weeks after the 
new rates had become effective the roads 
were crowded with business which it was 
claimed had been procured prior to the adop- 
tion of the Cleveland agreement. All freight 
in transit atſthe time the new rates went into 
effect should have been disposed of more than 
a week ago, but there seeme to be no diminu- 
tion of the freight shipments procured at low 
rates prior to the adoption of the Cleveland 
agreement, Last week's statement of ship- 
ments east-bound is positive proof that rates 
are now as freely cut as before the Cleveland 
agreement became effective. Instead of the 
large decrease in through shipments which was 
looked for the reports show an increase of 
nearly 11,000 tous over the week previous, 
and the same roads which carried the bulk of 
the business during the transit period still 
continue to do so. As was shown in Tue 
Tripung a few days ago the most serious cut- 
ting is in dairy products by fast freight lines 
operating via St. Louis and other Western 
junction points south of Chicago. But suf- 
ticient proof is on hand to show that provision 
rates are being cut about 8 cents per 100 
pounds, and flour and grain rates about 
2 cents per 100 pounds, The cutting on 
flour rates is caused by the per- 
sistent of rates 


augurated the cut on provisions and grain 
rates. This demoralization of rates, notwith- 
standing a strong pooling agreement and in 
the face of a solemn agreement made a month 
ago by the Presidents and General Managers 
ot the various Central Traffic Association lines, 
is giving the officers of the association much 
concern, and they are at their wits’ ends to 
find some means to maintain rates. Up 
to the last moment hopes were entertained 
that the pooling bill would pass and place the 
roads in a position to pool gross earnings, 
But the only remedy now in sight seems to be 
a strict enforcement of the inter-State com- 
merce la w. law, howeyer, cannot be en- 
forced unless the railroads themselves assist 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission in 
bringing the violators of the law to justice, 
and there are few if any of the railroads 
te to turn informers against competing 
nes. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for éxport by the various Ceatrai 
Traffic Association lines for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 51,616 tons, 
against 40,803 tons for the week previous, 
and 38,050 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
14,414 tons. against 5,124 tons last year; 
grain, 25,593 tons, against 24,2389 tons; 
provisions, 11,309 tons, against 8,537 tons. 
The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 7; Big 
Four, 6; Chicago and Erie, 7.5; Chicago and 
Grand Trunk, 9.6; Lake Shore, 6.2; Michi- 
gan Central, 19.4; Nickel Plate, 8.8; Pan- 
Handle, 15.5; Fort Wayne, 10.9; Wa- 
bash, 9.1. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East for 
the last week amounted to 58,316 tons, 
against 49,738 tons for the week previous 
and 58.968 ton for the corresponding week 
last year.

PASSENGER BATE WAR IMMINENT, 


Reduction of $2.50 Second Class An- 
nounced by the Santa Fe, 


Western passenger affairs are growing 
worse from day to day and a general col- 
lapse of the work done during the last two or 
three months to insure the maintenance of 
rates is imminent. Notwithstanding the re- 
fusal of several roads to sign the new agree- 
ment and other obstacles in the way of the 
new Western Trunk Line Passenger Associa- 
tion, the officials of the roads congratulated 
themselves upon having at least accom- 
plished one important result, the restoration 
of transcontinental passenger rates. But 
even this consolation was taken from them 
yesterday by the Santa Fé announcing a re- 
duction of $2.50 in the second class rates 
from Los Angeles and other Southern Cali- 
fornia points to Chicago, to meet the cut 
rates made through scalpers via El Paso and 
the Texas and Pacific. The Santa Fé claims 
to have secured a number of cut rate tickets 
via the route named above to substantiate its 
charge. Last Saturday General Passenger 
Agent Byrne of the Southern California road 
(Santa Fé) notified General Passenger Agent 
Goodman of the Southern Pacific of the state 
of affairs and requested him to join the Santa 
Fé in meeting the cut rates. Yesterday notice 
was given by the Santa Fé both to connecting 
lines and the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission that it would reduce tne second-class 
rate next Wednesday $2.50 per ticket, mak- 
ing the through rate Los Angeles to Chicago 
$50, Great uneasiness exists among the 
Western roads over this action because it 
is likely to lead to more serious complica- 
tiong. Both the Alton and Rock Island, which 
were reported to have received some of the 
cut rate business from the Texas and Pacific, 
emphatically deny the accusation, and say 
they have no knowledge whatever of cut 
rates having been made. Efforts are being 
made to induce the Santa Fé to withdraw the 
cut pate, but as this road claims to have been 
prevented from securing business against the 
com petition via El Paso it is not likely it will 
change its position.
